BERLIN, July 9—Return of Ger- 
many to the front rank of world 
naval powers was foreseen here 
today following announcement of | 
the Reich building program for 
this year, including two 2-000-ton 


ultra-modern battleships and 18 
submarines. 

The program, announced by the 
German admiralty overnight, totals 
107,500 tons and in a single year 
practically doubles all the tonnage 
permitted by the treaty of Ver-| 
sailles, which specifically prohibited | 
the return of German submarines. 


The, new submarines, | 


one of | 
which already is in service while 
two others have been launched 
and are undergoing final fitting, 
include 20 of 250 tons, six of 500 
tons and two of 780 tons. 


The treaty of Versailles allowed 
to the Reich six ships of 10,000 tons 
maximum, six cruisers of 6,000 tons 
each, 12 destroyers of 800 tons each 
and 12 torpedo boats of 200 tons 
each—108,000 tons in all 

In addition to the battleships, two 
10,000-ton cruisers and 16 destroy- 
ers of 1,625 tons, some of which al- 
ready are under way, will be built 
this year. 

Last night's announcement also 
said plans were being drafted for 
the first German aircraft-carrier. 

Germany's naval yards will be 
working at top speed during 1935 
and 1836 to attain approximately 
half the strength of the French navy 
which comprises 507,071 tons. 

The German public has been left 
in the dark concerning a financial 
appropriation for the naval rearm- 
ament.

Hon. H. H. Stevens is to launch a new 
| political group, whose aims, and claims to popu- 
lar support, will be known when the platform 
has been put together and announced. The 
| immediate significance is that Mr. Stevens has 
abandoned hope of succeeding to the Conserva- 
tive leadership through the retirement of Mr 
Bennett, but does not intend to become merely 


a “lone wolf” in the political desert if he can 


help it. 


Mr. Bennett is not to retire. That has been 
made plain in recent weeks. His health has 
made a most gratifying recovery. There has 
been no insurrection among his parliamentary 
followers, seventy or eighty of whom were said 
a month ago to be almost ready to bolt for 
Stevens. 

Since there is no longer any prospect of the 
leadership falling vacant, Mr. Stevens plans to 
“steal the party” at the polls, by ‘announcing a 
program in line with the views of progressive- 
minded Conservative voters, who have been 
growing more and more open in their protest 
against the stand-pat policy of the Government 
and the parliamentary contingent. 

A revolt in parliament having failed to 
materialize, he now proposes to essay a revolt 
in the country among the party rank and file. 
That he will be successful is quite possible 
Stranger things have happened than that Mr. 
Stevens should be found heading a larger body 
of Conservative members than Mr. Bennett 
when the voting is over 


THE THREATS ARE OF}! 
Definite assurance has been given at Ottawa 
that the 226,000,000 bushels of wheat held on 


Government account will not be thrown on the 
world market at “fire sale” prices. 


Readers will recall that when the inter- 
nationa] wheat conference opened in London 
@ month ago threats were made, seemingly with 
some official sanction, that unless Argentina fell 
in line and agreed to hold wheat Canada and 
the United States would start a slaughter sale 
and smash the world price 


Argentina refused to surrender—but the 
price-smashing sale is not to take place. The 
Canadian taxpayer, who would have had to foot 
the bill, has cause to be thankful the threats 
are not to be made good. 

He would also be gratified to know on whose 
authority, if on any authority, the threats wer 
made. Price-smashing would be a curious 
method to employ in the interests of “orderly 
marketing,’ and threats to wreck the market 
would be an equally curious demonstration of 
the high morality of a Government marketing 
agency. 

THE POINT AT ISSUE 

Explaining where the money would come 
from to redeem Socia!

THE LEAGUE IN PERI. 

Mussolini threatens to wreck the League of 
Nations if Geneva “meddies” in his dispute with 
Abyssinia. Italy, he says, will in that event 
withdraw from the League; and it is commonly 
agreed that with italy out the League would 
not be representative enough to wield any worth 
while influence in world affairs. 


The other side of the case is, if the League 
must not “meddle” with Germany or Japan or 
Italy, of what use is it? If one, or three, 
powerful nations can tell the League to mind 
its own business when they feel so disposed, all 
the first rate powers can do the same; and the 
League would have to accept the position of 
arbitrator only among nations too weak to defy 
its authority. 

Italy of course has the same right as Ger- 
many or Japan to step out of the League if it 
wants to, and to lay down the terms upon which 
it will stay in. The fact that in two cases this 
right has been exercised, and that a third nation 
threatens to do the same thing, does not promise 
well for the future of the League—or even that 
it will have any future. 


Perhaps what is needed is a reorganization 
of the League from the ground up. It was 
founded on the assumption that strong nations 
would submit to its advice, and that weaker 
ones would have to. The former assumption is 
crumbling away, and the latter is not worth 
continuing in its absence. 

Geneva might call a conference to find out 
what kind of a League the great powers want 
or would actually support, since the outlook 
is that the present one must either do nothing 
or collapse.

Liddell- Hart, the bio- 
grapher of Lawrence of Ara- 
bia, says he once asked his 
hero “Are you really happy?” 

After a moment's reflection, Lawrence re- 
plied: “At times, yes. No one who thinks can 
be really happy.” With himself, Lawrence said 
he found that happiness was intermittent. It 
came with absorption. 


Says John Cowper Powys “While pleasure is 
something that comes to you from outside, hap- 
piness is something else. It is intrinsically a 
mental, or even a moral state.” 


There's comfort in knowing that happiness 
doesn't depend on riches or rank. It springs 
from simple things. The only two very rich 
men whom I have known intimately well, were 
both objects of pity amid their millions. One 
died despised for his utter selfishness. He 
frequently aSsured me that life wasn’t worth 
living. In the end his wealth avenged itself on 
him. The other, a generous and kindly soul, 
went to his grave prematurely. He was hur- 
ried there by panderers and gold-diggers, his 
mind at times affected by excesses. He assured 
me the days that stood out in his life as 
supremely happy, were the two or three days 
he and I achieved now and then, in a little

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More About The Power Of 
Suggestion

In yesterday's article I explained something 
of the in which the unconscious mind 
works and how it is influenced by suggestions 
or commands sent to it by the conscious mind 
The conscious is the reasoning mind and the un- 
conscious is the memory mind and the mind 


which directs the action of 
the organs of the body. The 
conscious mind is the general 
who gives the orders or com- 
mands and the unconscious 
is the soldier who carries 
them out, obeying to the 
exact letter what it is told to 
do. The common soldier has 
no right to ask about any- 
thing. A good soldier does 
net talk back or argue. He 
follows the command ex- 
actly as far as his strength will permit. The 
unconscious mind does no more reasoning than 
the soldier, It only follows instructions and 
these instructions come to it from the con- 
scious mind, the general. Yes, the conscious 
mind is the general who gives the commands 
to the soldier in the unconscious. 


You have no conception of the ability of 
your unconscious mind in accomplishing results. 
You have no idea of what the thought forces 
working in your unconscious have the ability 
to do. You must understand that thinking is 
going on constantly in your unconscious whether 
you are awake or asleep. This thought activity 
can be changed entirely—by direct commands 
coming from the conscious. In this way it can 
be improved or increased. You control your 
unconscious mind by controlling the instructions 
coming down from the conscious. You can 
learn to make your conscious work for you. 
Beginning today, you can use these powerful 
forces to help you. 

Present a command to the soldiers of your 
unconscious and they believe it. They have no 
other way of doing. The unconscious does not 
have the kind of mind which can argue or talk 
back to you. It always follows commands, or 
attempts to follow them. Whatever the idea or 
suggestions that you put back into the uncon- 
scious, it takes that command and tries to make 
good. 


In suggesting any command to the uncon- 
scious it is advisable to repeat it over and over 
again. Keep on feeding the unconscious with 
good suggestions and you will get certain good 
results from them whether you understand them 
or believe in them, or not. 

You may not understand how these suggest- 
ions work through influencing the ‘unconscious, 
but you will get results. Just the repetition 
counts. If you repeat over and over again cer- 
tain words and give your unconscious mind 
strong positive suggestions, you will surely get 
results. There is positively no way to stop the 
results you will get if the suggestion is repeated 
and in this way put back into the unconscious. 
In this part of your mind, the words are played 
over and over again, about like a phonograph 
record. Your mind will play over that special 
record and since your memories are stored in 
the unconscious, other records along an associ- 
ated line of thought, will also be played over 
Put back into the unconscious a strong positive 
record of strength and your mind will link up 
together all of the ideas about strength which 
you have stored away. Your mind gets into the 
habits of playing certain kinds of records over 
and over so that the ideas in these records be- 
come habitual. For example, those who dwell 
on the gloomy side of life, have formed the 
habit of letting the unconscious play over and 
over something that corresponds to “The 
Miserere,” while those who are of a more cheer- 
ful frame of mind may plsy a record like “Un- 
der the Old Apple Tree.”

If you wish to change, if you 
wish more thoughts of health, strength, peace, 
and prosperity, use suggestions to put more 
ideas into the unconscious. Learn to re- 
peat over and over those words which make a 
good suggestion, get in harmony with them, 
get a hunger and desire to have these words 
work.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1885 the troops 
who had taken part in the sup- 
pression of the North West re- 
bellion (with the exception of 
the permanent corps, who were 
kept for a year) were on their 
way home, travelling down the 
Saskatchewan to Winnipeg. 

The steamers were sadly crowd- 
ed, sleeping was difficult, the 
food was poor, though, of course, 
better than in the field, and the 
buys had to pass the time the best 
way they could. On the evening 
of the 9th an impromptu concert 
was held on the “North West,” 
the steamer on which the Queen's 
O n were travelling. One of the 
officers wrote: “Saskatchewan 
water flavored with burnt brown 
sugar, commonly called ‘H.B.R.’ 
and whisky was discussed among 
the cheerful concomitants of song 
and speech and developed a 
friendship between all on board 
In the course of the evening Gen- 
eral Strange made a speech that 
took us all by storm and his toast 


of “The United Militia of Can- 
ada” was enthusiastically done 
justice to.” 


It was the 15th before Winnipeg 
was reached, but the trip was 
much enjoyed despite the enforc- 
ed portage at Grand Rapids. At 
that place the officers were as- 
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By FRED WILLIAMS 


tounded to meet a Hudson Bay 
officer, who, though in the north 
did not know that a rebellion was 
in progress until after it had been 
suppressed. He saw no living soul 
from September 16 to June 7 
Some of the officers ran the 
rapids in York boats but the 
regiments marched with their 
impedimenta, and had trouble 
with the Manitoba mud 

Before the boats got away there 
was an “incident”. Just as the 
boats were ready to leave Grand 
Rapids on the 13th, the Hudson 
Bay Company's officer complain- 
ed that the Company's flag had 
been stolen from the fort. An 
order was issued that the boats 
would not start until the flag was 
returned. It was. Within a few 
minutes it was found near the 
flagpole from which it had been 
taken, and all was well. But no 
one ever knew officially who 
was the practical joker, or per- 
haps it would be better to say 
the relic seeker. 

When Winnipeg was reached a 
hectic five days let the boys 
know that they were back in 
civilization and they had a “hot 
time in the new town” despite 
heat, storms, rain and mud, so 
that it was with regret that the 
easterners bade farewell to the 
‘Peg on Sunday, the 19th.

Prevent a state of business chaos 
in their midst, to issue credit in 
struments to pass as money and 
move goods and services from 
producer to consumer; the u!!t! 
mate end of a sane econem) 
system.

The most persistent criticism is 
that the Federal Reserve Bank Bill, | 
the Utilities Holding Company Bill | 
and the sensational ending of NRA!

tainty in business. Last year they! 
said the Stock Exchange Bill, the | 
Securities Act and the gold policy 
Were doing the same thing. Yet all 
these things have not paralyzed the 
automobile business, which has at- 
tended to its knitting and gone 
ahead making cars.

CREDIBILITY FEARS SCOUTED 


I do not think there is any truth 
in any of these alarms. As for NRA, 
business did not start up until May, 
after the NRA act had been declar- | 
ed unconstitutional, though I do not | 
think that had anything to do with | 
the little unseasonal business spurt. | 
As for the Banking Act and the 
Utilities Holding Company Bill, I 
feel quite sure that if any uncer- 
tainty has resulted from these it 
proceeds from the frantic alarmist 
campaigns carried on by banks and 
utilities. One of the most toolish 
practices adopted by business it- 
self these last two years has been 
the wild, boisterous cries of dis- 
aster it has raised every time any 
proposal has been made for deal- 
ing with our national problems. | 
We were told, 21 years ago. that 
the Federal Reserve Act would de- 
stroy the banks. Now the same 
men as desperately defend the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act and insist that | 
changing it will ruin us. We were 
told last year that the Stock Ex- 
change Act would crush our Amer- 
jcan financial system. Now most 
Wall Street leaders admit the Act 
has been a good thing for Wall 
Street. 


What has happened can be ex- 
plained much more intelligentiy in 
terms of the economic forces rath- 
er than events. Obviously what is 
needed now is the creation of new 
or fresh supplies of purchasing 
power. The purchasing power be- 
ing created is also being pretty 
well used up. People have been 
eptnding their incomes. That is 
plain from the failure of savings or 
new investment to increase mater- 
fally. 

Every business which gives em- 
ployment also produces and distrib- 
utes purchasing power — through 
the wages and other costs which it 
pays out to produce goods. Roughly, 
industry may be divided into two 
great groups — industries produc- 
ing consumers’ goods ‘the things 
hought directly by consumers) and 
industries producing capital goods 
(buildings, roads, heavy machinery, 
etc.). All of the people engaged in 
both these industries buy consum- 
ers’ goods. If then, the capital goods 
industry breaks down, then all the 
people engaged in it thus thrown 
out of work can no longer buy 
goods from the consumers’ industry 
The goods produced by the capital 
goods industry are not bought by 
consumers, but chiefly by produc- 
ers and almost always on long term 
credit. This is the heart of the im- 
portance of the capital goods in- 
dustry in our present system, name- 
ly that most of the income which 
it produces is available for the 
purchase of consumers’ goods. For 
this reason the capital goods in- 
dustries are regarded as producers 
of fresh supplies of money income 
or purchasing power 


THREE PRODUCERS OF 
PURCHASING POWER 

The three great producers of 
these fresh supplies of purchasing 
power are capital goods industries, 
forcign trade and government ex- 
penditures, 

We can trace almost al! the move- 
ments in the last two and a half 
years to the influence of these three 
forces — all save one, the inflation- | 
ary bubble of April-July, 1933,) 
which was unique. Business began 
to pick up definitely under the 
New Deal when government spend- 
ing began in October, 1933. This 
has been the single most powerful 
factor since that time 

Why did business decline from 
the end of January of this year to 
the end of May (when it began to 
improve a little) although all that 
time it should have been getting 
better under seasona! influences? 

The explanation is that business 
is now not wholly at the mercy of | 
seasonal influences, Government 
spending and policies have inter- 
vened and these collaborate with 
the seasons in moulding the char- 
acter of business, Therefore we! 
need not be surprised if we find 
business not following precisely the 
usual seasonal path | 

A rough estimate of government 
spending in the first half of this 
year compared with the first half 
of last year will reveal that it was 
far less this year than last. How 
much le is not easy to say Gov- 
ernment emergency Outlays in the 


first half of 1934 were about §2,783.- |

year they were $1,663 474,000. Here 
apparently, is a difference of over 
a billion dollars in favor of last 
year, This is subject to modifica- 
lion however.

Unshackle The Canadian National 


Railways

Since 1867 there has been no increase of population in Canada 
when account is taken of the number of Canadian births in the 
period since the first Dominion Day. We have been raising young 
Canadians for export. This is the most ruinous policy which can 
be followed, 


The first duty of every government, as well Federal as Pro- 
vincial and Municipal, is to give to all Canadians most favored 
notion treatment in Canada 

In order to get in line for performance of this duty, there 
must be a complete abandonment of charging every Canadian 
a little more for everything because he lives in Canada; and of 
paying every Canadian a little less for his work because he 
lives in Canada. 


This will take money; and the only present day method avail- 
able to get this money is to put the Canadian National Railway 
system to work. The gigentic investment has been made; and 
the nation owns a railway sys.cm which in power to move heavy 
traffic is second to none in the world. Then we keep that rail- 
way system tightly chained up as though it was a dangerous dog; 
and Ottawa politicians undermine public confidence by declaim- 
ing that the railway problem is both serious and dangercus. 
There is no railway problem; but there is a destructive political 
problem which has been built up around the Canadina National 
Railway system and has kept that railway system in shackles. 


This has involved railway rate discriminations creating one 
traffic destroying factor; and the fixing of rates on natural pro- 
ducts which cannot be paid, thereby leaving the natural products 
in the ground, and creating a second traffic destroying factor. 
Wiping out these two traffic destroying factors root and branch 
will make the Canadian National Railway system a great national 
utility and a real money-maker instead of a deficit breeder. 
Class and privilege politics is the preventing force, based on the 
delusion that the commercial] lifestream of the nation can con- 
tinue to flow on the basis of profit for less than five percent 
of the population and straightened and distressed circumstances 
for the remaining ninety-five pércent of the population. This 
is a great delusion. 


National obligations are so great in amount that nothing but 
fully restored earning power to every individual in the nation 
will enable us to dig ourselves out. 

The individual in the branch line settlement must be given 
the same delivered cost for coal] and lumber as the individua! in 
the nfain line city, and the individual in the main line village 
or community. 


It looks so easy to have two or three thousand different rates 
fixed geographically, that one loses sight of the main fact that 
we must keep everyone profitably employed in order to pay 
our way; and that when the price of basic products in a com- 
munity exceeds world values there can be no employment and 
therefore there can be no profitable volume of railway earnings. 


This is why the chains must be taken off the Canadian Nation- 
al Railway system. We do not have to consult any outside nation, 
or “to explore possible avenues” of trade. We have supplies of 
coal sufficient for thousands of years, locked up in the ground 
by unpayable rates; and an interprovincial lumber trade which 
has been strangled by offering railway space for sale at prices 
which cannot be paid. 


Just common sense and common honesty will make the Cana- 
dian National a way along which to carry prosperity to every 
community in Canada.

Immediate investigation will be 
fnstituted by a water power engin- 
eer to determine what action can be 
taken to remove obstacles in the 
Slave River and cause a recession of 
flood waters in the north country, 
Premier R. G. Reid announced on 
Tuesday. 

“This question is now serious 
enough to warrant a thorough and 
complete investigation,” he declared. 

The Premier declared that “we 
have been making a_ continuous 
survey in association with Domin- 
jon government representatives in 
the north country. 

“We had a partial investigation by 
Homer P. Keith, deputy minister of 
public works and L. C. Charles- 
worth, chairman of the Irrigation 
Council. In addition, a Dominion 
government engineer has been in- 
vestigating. 

“Now we have decided to send up 
one of own water power engincers 
to see if anything can be done to 
remove obstacles from the Slave 
river and generally alleviate the 
situation. He will remain there as 
long as is necessary to make his ins 
vestigation and take such action as 
is necessary.” 

The floods that have surged over 
the north country have been the 
most serious in years, carrying out 
steel and wooden bridges, rendering 
roads impassable and holding up 
railway communication. Many resi- 
dents have been flooded out, al- 
though tent accommodation has been 
provided to preclude hardship. 
Food supplies have been available 
as have been the services of a dis- 
trict nurse.

Up until the end of the first quar- 
ter of the present century popular | 
opinion had been successfully de- 
luded by bankers and financiers 
into the common belief that national 
currency could only be issued upon | 
a basis that made its redemption in | 
gold a practical possibility That 
delucion formed the foundation of 
a private money system that was 
designed to permit bankers and | 
financiers to convert public credit) 
into private credit finance by the 
creation of fictitious bank deposits | 
which were, in turn, pyramided 
into public and private interest- 
bearing debts. Government interest 
bearing bonds are thus used to form 
the foundation of the modern pri 
vate banking system. Public credit 
in this way is used to support the 
most powerful predatory monopoly 
in finance that has ever been organ- 
ized. 


GOLD FALLACY 


The fiction that national currency 
must be redeemable in gold was 
finally killed in the British House 
of Commons, when, in 1925, the Gold | 
Standard Act, suspended in 1914 
was changed and under the new 
Act the Bank of England legal ten- 
der note, the pound sterling, ceased 
to be convertible into gold, thus 
proving that the government can) 
create money independent of gold. | 
Legal tender money and the pur- 
chasing power medium of exchange, 
whether it be money or credit trans- | 
ferred by cheque, is therefore a 
creature of law and its creation and | 
circulation constitute the exercise of | 
a supreme prerogative power of | 
governmental authority | 

Now that men are sufficiently | 
emancipated from illiteracy to read, 
write and understand the rudiments 
of arithmetic, we are able to es- 
cape the limitations that a shortage 
of money of intrinsic value imposes 

We have already adopted the 
general use of token currency and 
bank credit transferred by cheque, 
neither of which is redeemable in 
gold or money of intrinsic value 

By adopting the use of token cur- | 
rency issued under the currency | 
laws of the nation and bank credit 
transferred by cheque, we are now 
able to use an accounting system | 
under which the snortage of money 
that past ages suffered from need 
no longer be a retarding character- 
istic of the progress of civilization.
